HIS NAME URGED BY PLATT. 


MANY PROTESTS ALREADY 
REACH THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Western Men Indignant That This 
Section Has Been Slighted and 
Eastern Republicans D> Not 
Like the Man. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Mr. Elihu Root 
of New York ‘has been tendered and ac- 
cepted the Secretaryship of War. 

The announcement was made early this 
morning by Senator Platt and was later 
confirmed at the War Department. 

The Senator came here prepared to urge 
Gen. Francis V. Green if a military man 
should be desired; Root if an attorney 
should be wanted. He was authorized to 
accept on behalf of either. The President 
_chose Root because he wanted a man qual- 
ified to decide the question of civil govern- 
ment in the colonies which will arise. 

Authoritative announcements that Mr. 
Root is to be the netx Secretary of War 
have borne fruit thus early. 

Emphatic protests against Root’s appoint- 
ment have been coming to Washington this 
forenoon. They are not confined to locality, 
many being from the West, while the Hast 
is also well represented. The protests from 
Western Republicans are not based on per- 
sonal grounds, their objections chiefly be- 
ing that the President should have named 
a Western man. They claim that the Pres- 
ident will have to depend upon the West 
for re-election, and this being so should 
have embraced the opportunity to put a 
representative of the West in charge of the 
War Department. 

Eastern protests are chiefly from New 
York Republicans who know and dislike 
Mr. Root. They assert that his selection is 
not a happy one from a standpoint of po- 
litical expediency, and that—conceding his 
ability as a lawyer—he will not add 
strength to the Administration among the 
voting masses. But Mr. Root will be Sec- 
retary of War. 

The announcement of Mr. Root's appoint- 
ment was made at the War Department. It 
Was stated that Senator Platt came to 
Washington last evening, armed with au- 
thority from Mr. Root to accept in his 
name the War portfolio. It is not ex- 
pected that the acceptance will make any 
change in the plans of Secretary Alger, and 
he will remain on duty here untit] the end 
of the present month, being assisted by 
Meiklejohn, who is expected to reach Wash- 
ington this afternoon. Secretary Alger had 
confidently expected the appointment of Mr. 
Root and was very much pleased by the 
President's choice. This was evinced in 
the following letter which Secretary Alger 
addressed to his successor: 

“Washington, D. C., July 21, 1899. 

“My Dear Mr. Root—All I know is what 
the newspapers say that you are to suc- 
ceed me as Secretary of War. Should it 
come to you, I most urgently urge you to 
make the sacrifice and accept the position. 
With your Knowledge of law and your ex- 
cellent health, you can serve the country 
given to few men. Sincereiy 

R. A. ALGER.” 


Foraker Says the Secretary Was a 
‘‘Buffer’”’ for the President. 

CINCINNATI, July 22.—Senator Foraker 
returned from the Kast yesterday. Speaking 
_of Secretary Alger’s resignation he said: 
' “T know nothing more about the resig- 
nation of Secretary Alger than has been 
published in the newspapers. I am of the 
| opinion, however, that he has been a very 
much abused man. Doubtless he has made 
some mistakes. But it can be safely said 
‘that practically everything for which he 
has been attacked and criticized the Pres- 
| ident is as much responsible for as he was/ 
‘for I know, as all do who were about Wash. 
ington when the war was in progress, that 
Secretary Alger was in consultation with 
the President, not only every day, but three 
or four or five or six times a day, so that 
attacking Alger was only another way of 
attacking the President. He has been a 
sort of ‘buffer’ for the Administration, and 
his resignation will not stop the onslaugnhts. 
Somebody else will be substituted as the 
target.”’

Passenger trains 
on the Southern Pacific and Texas Pacific 
Railways are now carrying armed guards.

Nine Hundred of the Enemy Allowed 
to Escape at the Battle ways 
Beresford Received His 
Wound. 


Charles H. Beresford of Company A, First 
Tennessee Volunteers, honorably’ dis- 
charged on account of wounds he received 
at the battle of Malatoa, in the Philippines, 
was at the Union Station Saturday morning 
on his way to his home at Sherwood, Tenn, 

Speaking of the conditions at Manila he 
eaid: “Our soldiers in the main are treat- 
ed quite well, that is, the officers try to 
do all they can fur the comfort of the men. 

“Fully 20 per cent of the soldiers are s:ck, 
on account of the bad water which they 
are forced to drink. They are not provided 
with suitable meang for carrying the water 
and hence on the march, when the smail 
eupply in their cantines is exhausted, they 
are forced to drink what can be found and 
that is usually in stagnant pools. 

“The food supply is also very poor, prin- 
cipally because of the long distance it has 
to be transported. The provisions are not 
elaborate, one of the chief articles of dict 
being salmon, which is almost always 
spoiled before we get it.’’

OUR ATHLETES ABROAD. 


An Immense Crowd Will See Their 
Opening Games in London. 


LONDON, July 22.—The hot. spell of 
weather was temporarily broken last night 
by a heavy fall of rain followed by a some- 
what gloomy morning, causing apprehen- 
sion for the inter-university sports. At 
noon, however, the sun was again shining 
and the heat was tropical. This left Lon- 
don under a hot mist, but dispelled the 
fears of rain. The gates of the Queen's 
grounds were thrown open at 2:15 p. m. to 
take crowds that were already ong ere 
the entrance. The American and Englis 
flags were fying from the center of the 
grounds.

WITHOUT USING A HANDLE BAR. 


The Speeds at Which the Greatest Sta- 
bility Is Secured Automatically. 


From the New York Tribune. 

A novel investigation has been conducted 
by an FEinglishman, F. J. Whipple of Trin- 
ity College, Cambridge, in regard to the 
stability of a bicycle’s mction at different 
speeds, and the conditions under which the 
use of the hands for steering can best be 
dispensed with. Mr. Whipple jAnds four 
“critical velocities’’ which seem to him rep- 
resentative. He designates them for con- 
venienea “VV 2” "Ss me Se eRe Vv 4” 
The first ot these symbols stands for 12.2 
miles an hour, the second for 10.4, the third 
for 8.5 and the last for 7.4 

For very high speeds—that is to say, 
above V 1—the motion of the bicycle is 
unstable. but may be rendered stable if the 
rider either turns the front wheel (with his 
hands) toward the side to which he is likely 
to fall. or leans his body in the opposite 
direction. Mr. Whipple 1ecommends the 
latter expedient in preference to the other, 
because the amount of force that must be 
exerted when turning the hanrdls is consid- 
able. Velocities between V 1 and V 3 
(about eleven miles an hour) afford the 
greatest stability, and render the use of the 
hands on the steering apparatus, or swing- 
ing of the body from side to side, needleg. 
This, then, is the spee dthat gives the riaer 
the largest degree of independence, accord- 
ing to the Cambridge expert. 

When the speed gets below V 2 the motion 
becomes less stable again if the rider does 
not use the handles. Instability should now 
be corrected by leaning slightly in the sam 


direction as that toward which he tends to 
fall. This procedure is different from that 
which is recommended at velocities above 
V 1. For a very slow speed, anywhere be. 
low V 4, for instance, it is wise if not nec- 
essary, to rely mainly on the handles, aq)- 
though leaning may assist in restoring the 
balance.

It Is the Fault of the British Public, 
Says One Merchant. 
From the London Leader. 

According to an ominous. statement 
which appears in Commercial Intelligence, 
the tea passed by the English customs in 
these degenerate days contains at least 2 
Chests of tea refused 


by Brother Jonathan and our cousins-Ger- 
man pass the inspectors of the English 
custom house, and are sold in London, 
though they contain mineral matter vary- 
ing rom 10 to 20 per cent, or sand up to 


“But,” said a large wholesale tea mer- 


chant to a Leader representative, ‘‘the 
fault really Mes with the British public. 
They will insist on, having cheap tea— 
cheap, strong, coarse tea—and the result 
is that the tea dealers have to buy up any 
rubbish they can lay their hands on. 

“The tea inspectors’ ‘training’ is, I be- 
lieve, a mere matter of form, and when 
they do drop on a package that’s too bad 
to pass it’s quite a mere chance; they can't 
examine every package that comes into the 
docks. 

“I remember one time I paid the duty on 
some tea sent here from China, and it was 
found to be ‘false packed’—just a layer of 
tea on top and sioe leaves underneath! 
That shows how lax the rules are. Not 
that I think the public would benefit by 
a certain standard Cotees enforced. It would 
certainly hamper trade, and the public 
would. be no better off. As it is, all this 
talk of eand and mineral impurities in tea 
only applies to the very cheapest teas in 
the market. If you pay 1 penny or even 
1 halfpenny a pound more for it, whole-

it used to be. I can remember when 190, 
000,000 pounds were sent over as against the 
30,000,000 of to-day. But China tea is much 
better to drink. 

“Just look at these tasting cups. You 
see out the very material of the cup is 
eaten away by that brown stain?

There’s nothing, or hardly anything, 
of that in China teas. But the public won't 
have them; they must have coarse, pungent 
tea, and it must be oneee. and the conse- 
quence—tannic acid and adulteration.

Philadelphia—an official re- 
turn call. is trip of the New York Cen- 
tral’s chief executive to the Pennsylvania 
headquarters was quietly enough conduc ted. 
Mr. Callaway ran over to Philadelphia from 
his summer home on the New Jersey shore. 
He was expected. Business of importance 
Was transacted. The new co-operative New 
York Central-Pennsylvania policy is now 
operative. President Callaway’s visit con- 
cludes details that Bi mame erfect the 
deal through which William K. Vanderbilt's 
plans ome dominant in the entire East- 
ern trunk line field. 

Mr. Vanderbilt is at business again. He 
has had a conference with his chiefs of 
etaff. He has gone over reports treating 
of matters of large consequence. He has 

ven new orders. He is ready to put ex- 
raordinary undertakings into operation. 
And the trip of President Callaway to Phil- 
adelphia plays an important part in the 
ons developing programme. 

Pians having bearing on the project of 
a@n anthracite coal railroad combination are 
somewhat involved in matters of policy dis- 
cussed in Philadelphia, but it can be stated 
upon authority that the much-mooted coal 
Geal is still a good time distant. Its ar- 
Tangement will be closer to next New Year's 
than to the present date. Other Eastern 
trunk line affairs do not hang upon it, nor 
@re they handicapped by delay of it, as 
once seemed likely to be the case. 

What is immediately accomplished is, in- 
deed, a step toward the solution of the 
grave anthracite troubles, butin other ways 
it is much more important. Two at least 
of the anthracite properties are to come 
under the control of New York Central- 
Pennsylvania directors, while the hand of 
Mr. Vanderbilt will show clearly in this, 
which, it is agreed, shall be one of the 
first of the significant corporation moves 
about to be made.

New York terminal charges would be

@s an ng: and importing port would 
occupy an advantageous situation never 
hitherto thought of. and there would be 
dearings upon New England traffic that in 
some ways might be controlling. Such a 
tunnel pepeetes by Mr. Vanderbilt would 
meet all those transportation demands for 
which the to ae ree bridge was theoret- 
fcally intended.

MANILA, via Hong Kong, July 22.—Chief 
Surgeon Woodhull considers that the in- 
crease in the military force in Philippine 
Islands will necessitate the employment of 
4) additional surgeons. Surgeon Woodhull’s 
report to that effect has been disapproved 
by Major-General E. 8. Otis, commanding 
the United States forces here. 

There are nearly 3000 soldiers in the hos- 
pital. The official report last week showed 
1800 in hospital in Manila, and there are 
several hundred at San Fernandino and 
other garrisons. There are also 275 sick in 
quarters in Manila. The regimental sur- 
geons report that a large number of sol- 
diers On duty are unfit for service. 


NEW LEADER FOR TROOPS. 


Otis May Be Restricted to Duties of 
Governor-General. 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—It is stated 
here on good authority that when the

MAY USE OUM-DUM BULLETS 


The Peace Conference Decides That No 
Action Shall Be Taken One Way 
or the Other Regerding Them. 


—_—_—_— 


THE HAGUE, July 21.—At the plenary 
session of the Peace Conference to-day. 
the prohibition of the use of asphyxiat- 
ing projectiles was agreed to by all ex- 
cept the United States and Great Britain, 
whose abstention nullifies the agreement 
of the others. 

The talk over expanding bullets, occupied 
the major part of the sitting, owing to the 

uestion of the dum-dum bullet used by 
the British army. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote expressed regret 
that the plenary session had been so sud- 
denly summoned, as the British Goveri- 
ment had intended to make a statement 
regarding the dum-dum bullet. The con- 
ference agreed to leave the minutes of the 
session open for the insertion of the British 
statement. 

Andrew D. White, the head of the United 
States delegation, then made an important 
speech in opposition to prohibition of such 
bullets as the dum-dum. The new missile. 
Mr. White said, was outside the specific 
definitions of the present proposal. 

Capt. Crozier, the military member of 
the United tSates delegation, proposed as 
a substitute the folloWing: 

“The use of bullets should be prohibited 
which inflict unnecessary crue] wounds, 
such as explosive bullets, and, in general, 
every kind of bullet exceecing the’ limits 
necessary to put a man immediately hors 
du combat.”’ 

Sir Julian Pauncefote announced that he 
would accept Capt. Crozier’s proposal, but 
it was rejecte:] by a vote of 17 oe 

M. Van Karnebeck’s version was then 
adopted, Great Britain and the United 
States alone voting against it, and the 
pertuguene delegates abstaining from vot- 


ng. 

The labors of the conference are now con- 
cluded. with the exception of the work be- 
fore the Arbitration Committee.

Italy Asks About the Lonis- 
jana Lynching. 


DEAD MEN NOT CITIZENS. 


ITALIAN CHARGE D’AFFAIRES AT 
THE STATE DEPARTMENT. 


The Conditions Much Resemble the 
Reign of Mob Law in New Or- 
leans When Minister Fara 
Asked for Passports. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—The lynching of 
five Italians in Louisiana yesterday prom- 
ised to assume an _ international aspect 
through the action of the Italian Govern- 
ment. Consul Vinchi, the Italian charge 
d’affaires, calied at the State Department 
early this morning and made representa- 
tions to the officials concerning the atrocity 
in Louisiana. 

In order to get full information as a basis 
for action by this government. Secretary 
Hay thereupon telegraphed the Governor of 
Louisiana, requesting all the facts in the 
case. Count Vinchi’s action was predicated 
on reports from the Italian Consular offi- 
cials in Louisiana, and by the press re- 
ports. There is reason tq believe also that 


the Italian foreign office is already fully 
formed on the occurrence. It is probable 
however, that the representations of to- 
day are only preliminary, with a view to 
calling attention to the facts reported and 
pave the way to any protest or demand of 
reparation which may follow. 

The affair is considered in official Italian 
quarters as much like that in the Mafia 
cases at New Orleans while Mr. Blaine was 
Secretary of State, at which time the Ital- 
ian minister. Baron Fava, called for his 
passports and left the country. Baron Fava 
is on vacation, and during ‘his absence 
Count Vinchi has charge of Italian affairs 
in this country. 


TULLULAH MOB HAD NO MERCY. 


Italians Fought and Begged for Their 
Lives, but in Vain. 


TULLULAH, La., July 22.—Five Italians, 
said to have been implicated in a plot to 
kill Dr. Hodges, a prominent physician, 
who was wounded by one of the victims, 
were lynched Thursday night in the jail 
yard here. 

The victims were James, Frank and 
Charles Difatto, brothers; S. Feducio and 
John Cerano, all natives of Cefala, Italy. 

The Difatto brothers were taken from 
the prison by a mob and hanged. Feducio 


was captured in his store after a desperate 
struggle in resisting arrest, then taken over 
to the jail yard and subjected to the fate 
of his companions. 

Cerano also offered desperate resistance 
to the officers and men who attempted to 
arrest him. After being driven out of his 
barricaded house, following the capture of 
Feducio. who aided him to hold the mob 
at bay, he was pursued several blocks, the 
members of the mob firing at him repeat- 
edly. He sought refuge behind the founda- 
tion of a chimney, but was dragged out, 
taken to the jail yard and strung up with 
the others, He pleaded piteously for mercy, 
but the mob answered his prayers w:th 
eers. 

' The Sheriff and his deputies attempted to 
resist the mob when the attempt was made 
to take the Difatto brothers from the jail, 
but the officers were powerless to cope with 
the frenzied men, who were armed with 
shotguns and Winchesters, crying for ven- 
geance on the assailants of Dr. Hodges, a 
prominent physician of Tullulah. 

On Wednesday Doctor Hodges shot and 
wounded a goat belonging to Frank Difat- 
to. Thursday morning Frank Difatto went 
to Doctor Hodges’ office and said: 

“Doctor, you shot my goat, now you had 
better shot me.”’ : 

The doctor ordered him to leave tne prem- 
ises, saying that he wanted no difficulty 
with him, and Difatto went back to nis 
store. Doctor Hodges took his meas at 
Mr. Kauffman'e house. In going to and 
from his meals it was necessary for him 
to pass the shop of the Difattos in Cedar 
etreet. 

It was while the doctor was on his way 
to his boarding house to supper_ that 
Charlie Difatto rushed upon him and, with 
the remark, “You shot my goat,” struck 
him. Doctor Hodges atiempted to repe! the 
attack by striking back with his fist. Fail- 
ing in this defense, he drew his pistol and 
fired at Charles. 

Almost at the same instant James fired 
both barrels of his shotgun at Doctor 
Hodges from his shop. gallery at ehort 
range, inflicting yt wounds in Doctor 

~’ wrist an 0d y. 
Sere asately after the report of the shot- 
Win was heard a crowd rushed frantically 
to the scene. The Difatto brothers were cap- 
tured after a sharp fight and were placed 
in jail. Feducio and Cerano has gone to 
the Difatto’s assistance. After the fight 
they locked themselves in their little store 
and the place was defended within by the 
double-barreled shotguns. which they used 
test provocation. 

at tne etwas stormed by the mob and the 
Diffato boys were hanged. Then the other 
two were chased out of their refuge; one 
was hanged at once, the other was badly 
shot first, then he, too, was strung up. 

The grandjury Friday night reported as 


a ie evident from the facts brought to 
our knowledge that the men who were 
lynched had formed a conspiracy to as- 
sassinate Dr Hodges and the mob, learn- 
ing the facts, took the law into its own 
hands. After diligent inquiry, we have not 
been able to learn the names or identity of 
any of the men composing the mob.

SOL GRIFFIN IS DRIVEN AWAY. 


HIS HOUSE ATTACKED THURSDAY 
NIGHT AND HE IS MISSING. 


The Griffin-Philpot Feudists Are at It 
in Full Vigor and a Big Battle Is 
Expected at the Court Trials 
Which Begin Monday. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 

LONDON, Ky., July 22.—This, Laurel, 
county is having a taste of the feudal war- 
fare now. At 11 o'clock Thursday night 
the home of Sol Griffin, father of Hawe 
Griffin, who was shot to death last Mon- 
day night, was attacked and the place 
filled as full of bullet holes as a seive. At 
daybreak Sol left for aid and has not been 
seen since. The Griffins started to move 
yesterday. 

The attack on the Griffin house was fierce 
in the extreme. The entire family was 


awakened by simultaneous reports of guns, 
coming from three sides of the place. 
Father, mother and four children ran for 
the kitchen to reach the cellar, but as shot 
after shot was poured into this room, evi- 
dently to thwart this very purpose, retreat 
there was impossible. So they fell to the 
floor while the bullets flew over them. 

Griffin tried to tear up the flooring, that 
they might creep under the house, but his 
efforts were vain. Then for 20 minutes 
Without ceasing and in a desultory fashion 
till morning, the shooting continued. 

At daybreak Griffin “went up Little 
Goose Creek for aid. He has not returned, 
and few believe that he will ever be seen 
alive again. In the afternoon Mrs. Griffin 
began packing, reparatory to moving. 
She said the family had no idea where to 
seek a refuge. 

Taliy Chadwell, who married a daughter 
of Granville Philpot, said the Philpots, who 
killed young Griffin Monday, it is reported, 
did not do the shooting, for, had they, he 
would have known it. Bill Deaton, who 
lives a mile away, said he saw eight men 
with Winchesters pass during the night. 
Seven of the Griffin band left Manchester 
last night, having gone there after the 
Philpots left. 

The general appearance of things in Clay 
County is getting worse each hour. More 
arms are going in and each side is gaining 
strength. The Whites say they are in no 
way identified with either side. 

A large body of armed men were seen 
yesterday near Gen. Garrard’s mother’s 
home, but whether friends or foes of his 
could not be learned. 

The Philpots and a large number of 
friends rode into Manchester yesterday, 
armed. Next Monday George Philpott, Pete 
Philpot and others will have a preliminary 
trial for murder, as a result of last Mon- 
day’s battle. Robert Philpot is not able to 
— court, and his case will be heard 
ater. 

The Philpots are in formal charge of 
Deputy Sheriff Thacker, but are not dis- 
armed. The bringing of the feudists to- 
gether in court next Monday before County 
Judge Wright will likely precipitate an- 
other battle. Sheriff White and deputies 
believe they can control] the situation with- 
out soldiers, but a bloody battle is anticl- 
pated by the most conservative men, if the 
factions are brought together at this 
trial. 


LONDIKERS ASK HELP 


MANY MINERS STRANDED IN THE 
KOTZEBUE DISTRICT. 


SEATTLE, Wash., July 22.—From_ the 
steamer Brunswick passengers, just ar- 
rived here from Alaska, it is learned that 
a passenger te on his way from Kotzebue 
Sound to Washington, D. C., in behalf of 
100 miners said to be stranded in the Kot- 
zebue district. He will ask the Government 
to send revenue cutters to Kotzebue Sound 
and he is previded with proof that unless 
Government help is given many lives will 
be lost. 

Twelve hundred persons went into Kotze- 
bue well outtitted for the search of gold. 
Two hundred succeeded in getting over the 
snow last winter. Many died on the way. 
There are now nearly 1000 persons on the 
shore of the sound waiting for a chance 
to come home. No merchant veseéels will 
run to that district this year and the whal- 
ers which call in there for fresh water will 
not take passengers. If the miners had 
the means of getting home it is doubtful 
if they could buy their passage. Many of 
them have been sick with scurvy and are 
going to float down the several streams 
running into the sound with the intention

THE KLONDIKE’S BIGGEST YEAR. 


The Mint Director Believes Its Yield 
Will Break the Record. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—George E. Roberts, 
director of the mint, called at the assay 
office here and in discussing the output of 
gold from the Klondike country, said: 

“We have already received $11,000,000 in 
gold from the Klondike this calendar year. 
That is as much as last year’s entire re- 
ceipts from that region, and from informa- 
tion received from leading buyers of bul- 
lion I believe that this year’s total yield 
will reach $18,000,000 or $20,000,000. 

“This gold goes first to San Francisco 
or Seattle. Of that which is sent to San 
Francisco a large amount goes to private 
refineries first and then to the mint. There 
has been a steady movement of euch gold 
in this direction and most of this year’s 
‘field will reach this city unless expanding 
ysusinese employs it on the coast. As the 
product of the west, especially at San Fran. 
cisco, supplies any increase in the demand 
for local use, it is g6afe to say that a large 

art of the Klondike yield will reach New 
ork. 

“The State of Washington is coming to 
be one of the large gold producers and Ore- 
gon is alsoincreasing its product. We shail 
have all the gold we need in_ these 
parts this year and in addition to that we 
shall no doubt be able to supply the 
metal to any one else who desires to pur- 
chase it.’’

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 22.—It would 
be expressing it very mildly to say that 
Gen. Wood was surprised and shocked at 
the situation which confronted him en 
he arrived from Boston. Instead of a few 
soldiers in isolated camps recovering from 
fever which had been controlled before it 
became epidemic, he found the chief city of 
his province thoroughly infected, with a 
record of about 160 cases of yellow fa€ver 
of a malignant type and 3 deaths, nearly 
all of the victims being Americans, s0l- 
diers and citizens.

Gen. Wood acted promptly, and the army 
and public were soon made aware of ithe 
arrival of the chief by the vigorous orders 
issued directing the removal of division 
headquarters to Cristo and of the tropps 
to Songo, both mountain villages, whiere 
the yellow fever is practically impossible. 

When the fever broke out in the 
Spanish barracks soon after the depart 
of Gen. Wood for the north, four or f 
days elapsed before all the troops in 
intected quarters removed to camp in the 
immediate neighborhood. It took less than 
one day to get the entire division head- 
quarters, with furniture, | ks, records 
large quantities of quartermaster and 
commissary supplies. horses, mules, wag- 
ons and impedimenta by the trainload 
bundled off to Cristo, and business of the 
various departments was hardly inter- 
rupted.

A NEGRO MURDERER HANGED. 


George Cully, Who Killed Dick Carr, 
Died on the Gallows. 
MUSKOGBDE, I. T., July 2—George 
Cully, the notorious negro half-breed, yes- 


terday paid the penalty on the gallows in 
the United States jailyard at this place for 
killing Dick Carr, a white man, 18 miles 
west of here, in September, 1897. Since 
Cully was sentenced to death by Judge 
Thomas, in May last, he seemed uncon- 
cerned about his fate, and cursed and 
abused any one who would speak to him re- 
arding the sentence of death which was 
anging over him.

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AN OBJECT LESSON. 


The power of enormous wealth employed by organized mo- 
nopoly was never more vividly illustrated than by the final 
defeat of Gov. Pingree’s municipal ownership scheme in De- 
troit and the subsequent failure of his 3-cent fare campaign, 

When the Supreme Court declared municipal ownership un- 
constitutional, the Governor immediately organized a company 
to buy the lines under a “security franchise” running 48 years, 
The company, which was controlled by Pingree’s friends, was 
to covenant to turn the lines over to the city as soon as a 
constitutional amendment authorizing the transfer could be 
procured. Meanwhile 3-cent fares and transfers were to be 
guaranteed. 

But the monopolists had an “interest” in the municipal 
legislature, the Mayor was in sympathy with them and all 
the newspapers in the city were enlisted. A howl was manu- 
factured, and the project was defeated. 

The incident is not encouraging. If great wealth can thus 
annul every effort of the people to emancipate themselves 
from the dominion of greed in open fight, what may it not do 
by deception, intrigue and all the sinister practices of cunning 
conspiracy? 


It is of no use for newspapers to keep correspondents in the 
Philippines so long as their reports, however accurate they 
may be, are suppressed. The Administration is willing to al- 
low other correspondents to take the place of those to be ex- 
pelled, but will allow the new ones to do nothing except to re- 
peat the falsifications prepared in the interest of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s presidential boom.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—An estimate, 
prepared by the Government Actuary of 
the Treasury Department, published by the 
Bureau of Statistics of that department, and 
made the basis of several important calcu- 
lations undertaken in the latter office, gives 
Support to the popular expectation that the 
next census will give the United States a 
population of 77,000,000. This 
copnng the population on June 1, 1898, at 74,- 
J8Y, 000, thus assuming an increase of 11,766.- 
i, or 18.79 per cent since the census of 
1890, A very rough calculation, involving 
a minimum of mathematical knowledge, yet 
one that would not be widely inaccurate 
for so short a period if the original premises 
were correct, shows that this estimate in- 
volves an average annual 
471,000, which, 
decade, would ive a total population at 
tnat time of 77,322,000. 

more careful study of the Treasury es- 
timates, taking into consideration those 
published for each year since 1890, indicates 
that the Actuary assumes that the move- 
ment of population conforms to what is 
known as an algebraic curve of the third 
degree.

WITH ELABORATE CEREMONY. 


The Dead Czarowitch to Be Buried 
July 27 After a Week of 
Services. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 22. — The 
Dowager Empress has left for Batoum to 
meet the body of the late Grand Duke 
George. Her Majesty was accompanied by 


the Grand Duchess Xenia, the Grand Duke 
Michael, brother and sister of the dead 
man; also by the Grand Duke Alexander 
Minalovich, Mile. Catherine Ojeroff, maid of 
honor, and a numerous suite. 

The body of the late Czarowitch will be 
conveyed on a sumptuous catafalque, 
drawn by horses, to Borgoine, the residence 
of Grand Duke Michael Nicolaevich, and 
thence to the railway station. From this 
point it will be conveyed to Sebastopol on 
board the cruiser St. George, accompanied 
by the Dowager Empress, Grand ukes, 
Grand Duchess and their suite. 

At Sebastopol] the Imperial train, with a 
funeral car, will await the arrival of the 
cruiser and will leave at once with the 
body for Moscow, where it is expected to 
arrive on July 4.

STREET CAR CONDUCTOR BEAL 
SHOT IN THE LEG. 


ASSAULTED ONCE BEFORE. 


Highwaymen Appear to Have a Fond- 
ness for Him and He Has Already 
Lost One Eys by Them. 


An unidentified man fired three shots at 
the conductor of a crowded Broadway 
cable car about 10:30 o’clock Friday night 
and then fled. One shot struck the con- 
ductor, C. N. Beal. The others went wild. 


The woncer is that some one waa not killed. 
The shooter has not been eaptured. ® 

The shooting took place on cgr No. 39, 
going north, just at Biddle stfeet, at a 
time when passengers filled both cars. The 
stranger had boarded the rear car at Carr 
street and the conductor asked for his 
fare. The man parieyed with him, but the 
conductor § insisted. Then the stranger, 
who stood on the front of the trailer, while 
Beal was on the grip car, drew nis re- 
volver and began firing. 


There was a panic among the passengers, 
who jumped from the cars in every direc- 
tion. The man fired his revolver three 
times, and one shot struck Beal in the left 
leg. just above the knee. Then he leaped 


from the car and ran to the sidewalk on 
the east side of Broadway, passing thence, 
by a lunch stand, to Biddle street, going 
toward the river. Not much effort was 
made to apprehend him, as he flashed his 
revolver continually. 

Beal wes helped to the sidewalk by the 
passengers and when an ambulance ar- 
rived, was sent to the City Dispensary, 
where his wound, which is not serious, was 
dressed. He was then sent home to 22 
Wyoming street. 

‘The conductor's assailant is described as 

being about 22 years old, of medium height 
and slender; face smoothly shaven. He 
wore a dark suit of clothes and a black 
stiff hat, according to the police report, 
while several others said he wore a straw 
hat. Beal said he could identify him, as 
did several of the witnesses, whose names 
were taken. 
This is the second assault of which Beal 
has been the victim within the last few 
months. On the night of Feb. 20 last while 
on the trailer of his car at Clark avenue, 
two masked men attired in workingmen’s 
clothes held him at the point of a revolver 
and demanded his money. When he refused 
to submit they beat him over the head with 
the butts of their revolvers, and as a result 
he loat the sight of his left eye. 


OVEN WAS TOO HOT FOR HIM 


Young Fred Bohn Succumbed to Heat 
and Was Sent to the City Hos- 
pital Unconscious. 


Fred Bohn, 17 years old, a baker. at 11(9 
Morgan street, was overcome by heat in 
front of his oven Saturday morning and 
fell unconscious. He was removed to the 


City Hospital, still unconscious, and the 
physicians there had great difficulty bring- 
ing him back to life. 

The case is similar to those which fre- 
quently occur on battle:hips, where stokers 
are overcome by the flerce heat of the fire- 
rooms.

JOSEPH DRIVERS, GUILTY OF 
MURDER, IS FREE. 


HE KILLED FRANK CONROY. 


Judge, Jury and Governor Were Len- 
ient—Carried From City Jail and 


Sent Home in a Oarriage. 
, 


Jceeph Drivers was carried from the City 
Jail Friday afternoon. So weak he can- 
not bear his own weight, and in the very 
shadow of death. Drivers has returned to 
the house of the woman for love of whom 
he became a murderer. 

Justice has been tempered in Drivers’ 
case, more so, perhaps, than in any other 
case shown by the St. Louis criminal rec- 
orde. Indicted for murder in the first de- 
gree, and with overwhelming proof against 


him, a merciful judge allowed him to plead 
guilty to the mildest charge that can be 
placed against a man who has shed human 
blood and blotted out a life, and imposed 
on him a ehort penitentiary sentence. 

Missouri's chief executive went still fur- 
ther and extended a full pardon and on 
the day that Drivers was to have heen re- 
moved to enter upon penal servitude, the 
prison doors swung open to him and he was 
sent back to the woman he sinned so griev- 
ously for—to die. 

Law and death raced to see whith should 
claim Joe Drivers. Though the law might 
have achieved a aor ery triumph it was 
plain that death would claim the victim be- 
fore the law, in its slow and methodical 
fashion, could strangle him in expiation of 
his crime. 

The sight of Drivers sitting in front of nis 
narrow cell has been one of the pathetic 
sights in the St. Louis Jail for half a 

ear. Pale as death itself, and emaciated, 

ut the shadow of the man he once was, 
Joe Drivers sat pesenty awaiting the call 
of the law and of his Maker, Consumption

had fastened upon him and in the gloomy 
prison it fast robbed him of his strength. 

The etory of Joe Drivers is one of sin 
and degradation. The only bright spots. 
are the mercy shown him by the law and 
the faithfulness to him of the woman for 
love of whom he placed himself in the 
shadow of the gallows. 

Joe Drivers is a negro, though to look at 
him one who did not know would not sus- 
pect that ony such blood coursed through 

is veins. is hair is flaxen and is only 
Slightly wavy. His eyes are blue and his 
complexion fair. It only by his voice 
that the negro characteristic can be de- 
tected. In strange contrast with his appear- 
ance is his speech. The dialect ig that of 
a low-born and ignorant negro. 

He is less than 3 years of age, and he 
never rose higher than being porter in a 
barber shop. e was the consort of Birdie 
Dupee, one of the most notorious negresses 
in the city. The times she~hags been ar- 
rested and the crimes she has beer charged 
with would fill a book. But she was faith- 
ful to Drivers and when the opportunity 
offered she gent a carriage to the jail and 
took him to her home. 

A little more than a year ago Drivers was 
in the Dupree woman’s house one morn- 
ing. One of the other inmates saw a white 
man pass! The man was Frank Conroy. 
He was a laborer and was drinking. He 
thought, and peoeve not without cause, 
that he was ing robbed. He ‘hecame 
angry and got to fighting with the women. 
Drivers picked up a brick and hurled it 
with all his might at Conroy. He fell un- 
conscious to the floor. Birdie Dupree 
was at his side in a moment, and she saw 
that he must die. She gave Drivers money 
and told him to run. Then ghe called the 
police. 

Conroy was taken to the City Hospital, 
where he died without regaining conscious- 
ness. Drivers went away, and was after- 
ward captured at Indianapolis. He was 
brought back and indicted for first degree 
murder. When his trial was called he was 
so weak he could not walk to the court 
room. The doctors said he had consump- 
tion and could live but a few months. 
Judge Klein allowed him to plead guilty 
to manslaughter in the fourth degree, and 
imposed a sentence of two years in the 
penitentiary. He was. to have gone with 
two other prisoners Saturday, ut Gov. 
Stephens sent a pardon Friday. Birdie Du- 

ree went to the jail Friday afternoon and 
n a rubber-tired carriage she took Joe 
Drivers back to the place where he became 
a murderer. He has but a few days to live, 
and he rejoices that he will die amid the 
surroundings that are so repulsive to most 

eople, but to the only life he has ever 
caown.
